It must excite the suspicion that they are in 
some way to share in what the State pays to 
ihe latter, and this suspicion excites the 
further one that the holders of the good 
bonds would not thus share with them unless 
they are in some way in their power; as, by 
their having evidence against them that they 
themselves are not Lona holders. 

I think that great facility to borrow money 
is by no means desirable for the State unless 
itshall be guarded by a sanction like that 
above, asa condition precedent to the validi- 
ty of the loan. With such a sanction pre- 
scribed by the Legislature, the confidence of 
capitalists must soon be conciliated, and they 
will gladly lend their money to the Stute, 
and on reasonable terms. They will know 
now that the hesitation of the State means 
not the repudiation of bonds honestly held, 
but the non@ecognition of bonds dishonestly 
held. They must equally know that the 
State has very strong grounds for this non- 
recognition. Make the case such that these
